The FSI said that the affidavit 
alleged that Mr, Heiser “has been, 
at least since April, 1976, furnish- 
ing information adversely affect- 
ing the national defense of the 
United States to Weischenberg... 

“According to the affidavit, 
Weischenberg attempted to buy 
for the Soviet Union uranium 
oxide-205, thorium-230 and other 
materials, and reportedly offered 
Heiser $250,000 to take compo- 
nents of the US.

edge of poverty in the rural South. But he 
.need no longer pretend, as in his campaign, 
-that this equips him to understand the 
‘eulture of desperation that makes urban 
renters unlivable. A president who knows 
what he does not know about the urban 
-United States would seize on such dramatic 
‘opportunities as the New York looting to 
inform himself and to rouse a nation. He 
would meet with looters and their victims 
and find a way to convey their nightmares 
to the rest of the land. And he would find 
ways to lead the nation to take up the 
burdens that it has unintentionally dumped 
upon New York and Newark, Detroit. St. 
Louis and Los Angeles. He would seek ways 
to have the federal government assume 
responsibility for more of the poorhouse 
costs that weigh upon these cities. He would 
Struggle urgently to create the proposed 
national youth service corps and also pro- 
grams for massive neighborhood rehabilita- 
tion, vocational training and job-placement 
services.

so shrewd at recognizing political opportu- 
nity, and so in need of 2 memorable social 
program as well, might also seize upon the 
New York experience to ask whether welfare 
reform must really wait four years more;

It has been estimated that a national 
youth service corps to enlist the energies of 
the idle in social reconstruction and per- 
sonal rehabilitation might cost $15 billion. 
‘The large-scale federal assumption of more 
welfare charges might cost $5 billion. Call 
these figures conservative. Imagine an effort 
that might cost $30 billion. What price 
millions of our fellow citizens properly 
motivated, educated and relocated in jobs? 
What price conquest of a social disease? 
What price habitable cities, with hundreds 
of billions of dollars worth of housing and 
transit already in existence, that law-abiding 
citizens can find fit places for raising chil- 
dren?

No Special Prosecutor This Time 


In the late 1960s, South Korea devised a 
perpetual-motion machine. Τὸ was started 
with food aid and other assistance to South 
Korea voted by the U.S. Congress. The 
South Koreans would deal only with U.S. rice 
merchants who egreed to pay commissions 
to a chosen agent. The agent, in turn, would 
use the funds, energetically. to ingratiate 
himself with members of Congress. And 
they. In turn, would vote to continue send- 
ing assistance to South Korea, 

For months now, the question of how—and 
with whom—the agent Ingratiated himseif 
over the years has cast a shadow on Capitol 
-Hill, Which congressmen accepted, unwisely 
‘but not unlawfully. entertainment, travel or 
gifts? Which accepted eampaign contribu- 
tions of questionable propriety? Which ac- 
cepted payments that were unquestionably 
illegal bribes? But for the moment, at least, 
the question of what is the truth has been 
superseded by the secondary question of how 
to seek it. 

Partisan doubts about the investigation 
undertaken by the House Ethics Committee 
have been intensified by the resignation of 
the committee's special counsel, Philip 
Lacovara, who earned high regard as a 
member of the Watergate special prosecu- 
tor’s staff. Many think it has damaged the 
committee's credibility beyond repair: they 
xow clamor, ἃ la Watergate, for the appoint- 
ment of another special prosecutor. or of 
a special House investigating committee. 
Both proposals are hasty and unwise. 

To appoint ἃ special prosecutor is to pre- 
Reribe strong medicine for the wrong disease. 
Some of the offenses evidently Involved in 
the Korean affair will, indeed, require pros- 
ecution. Prosecution is not, in any case, 


a job for Congress but for the Justice De- 
partment. A special prosecutor might be in 
order were there a showing of limpness at 
the Justice Department, as there was during 
Watergate. But there has been no such 
showing about the Justice investigation, 
Tun by another former member of the 
Watergate special prosecuting team. Until 
and unless there is, the administration 15 
Tight to say “no.” 

Meanwhile, there remains a valid, neces- 
sary investigative job for Congress. Prosecu- 
tors can deal only with the illegal. It is up 
to the House to deal with the questionable 
and the unwise—to enforce and inspect its 
own rules of ethical behavior. The logica! 
place for that is in its Ethics Committee. 
The damage done there this week is real, 
but it seems reparable. 

Tne chairman, John Flynt. D.-Ga.. seems 
to have regarded Mr. Lacovara’s behavior as 
unacceptably impudent for a committee em- 
ployee. That reflects a serious misunder- 
Standing. Mr. Lacovara was not just an 
employee. The committee was not just buy- 
ing his work. It was buying his credibility, 
his independent judgment, his Watergate 
reputation for integrity. To attract a succes- 
sor of equivalent stature, chairman Fiynt 
will now have to guarantee at least as much 
independence as he failed to grant Mr. 
Lacovara. If he does—and that now appears 
likely—it should substantially reassure the 
skeptics, And then the notion of starting 
all over again with 5 new. special investigat- 
ing committee would turn sour: What was 
intended as a demonstration of congressional 
virtue wouki end up looking Uke Just another 
Stall.

Although occasionally not guilty 
of the crime charged. nearly all 
my clients hare been guilty 
of something. To deal with shock- 
ing behavior, the mind creates a 
separating distance. In my mur- 
der case with the little girl, I con- 
stantly resisted calling her “it” 
in front of the jury, but “it” was 
usnaliy what I thought, 

Tt seems, at times, that every- 
one lies to me. Virtually every 
client has, at some point, lied to 
me. But not only criminals le: 
witnesses, paid experts such as 
psychiatrists, prosecutors, even 
some judges lie. Many cops, I 
suspect, can no longer identify 
the truth. 

As a result. T have groom more 
distrustful of people. I sutomat- 
ieally search for motives and re- 
flexively recall ell prior incon- 
sistent statements. however trivial 
—good habiis for a criminal 
Jawyer, if only they didn’t carry 
over, insidionsly, into my per- 
soval life. 

I δὰ surrounded by incom- 
petence. On one side are the 
clients, each a failed burglar. 
rapist, murderer, or whatever. If 
ther had been successful, they 
wouldnt have needed me. On the 
other side there is an astounding 
array of professional incompe- 
tents. The client accused of killing 
his daughter was acquitted of 
jmurder because the cops had im- 
Properly searched his apsriment, 
the police photographer had Inst 
the most gruesome close-ups, and 
the medical exminer could barely 
speak English, 

To be effective in court I must 
act forcefully, and. often, brutally. 
I must frequently, for example, 
discredit witnesses, destroy them 
if possible. Surely not every wit- 
ness I hare humiliated was rg 
despicable ag I had tried to por=

tray them, Yet, to function suc- 
cessfully, and with less’ guilt, I

The success also makes it dif~

The detachment needed to func- 
tion dispassionately widens the 
distance between one’s natural 
emotional and inteflectual reac- 
tions. This detachment 15 exac- 
erbated when intellectual judg- 
When too many contrived emo- 
tiene] reactions in the courtroom 
that are deceits in themselves. 
Wheen too many contrived emo- 
tions, these deceits, are success- 
ful, emotions in other contexts be~ 
come suspect. 

Finally, I see niyself as part of 
& process which is arbitrary. 
frequently racist, and often 
brutal Many defendants are con- 
victed for acts made inevitable by 
poverty. ‘The warehousing of 
criminals, while furnishing all 
basic needs except heterosexual 
ones, seems silly and vicious. 

Yet, the dilemma is in deciding 
what to do with a father who 
bludgeons his daughter to death. 
And how can one work within a 
world viewed 30 negatively -with- 
out having the horrors of that 
perception infect the other parts 
of his life? 

At the end of-the day I leave 
this absurd and grotesque world, 
and, disoriented, occasionally at- 
tend an elegant dinner party. 
“How can you defend such peo- 
ple?” X am frequently asked’ ac- 
eredulousty.

Turkish Coalition Perils a Cyprus Accord 


By John Lawton 


ISTANBUL, July 20 (WP 
Turkey's new rightist coalition 
bodes i} for 2 Cyprus peace 
settlement and improved relations 
with the United States. 

Fiery Nejmuddin Erbakan, whose 
pro-Moslem Nationa! Salvation 
party holds the balance of power 
in the Turkish National Assembly. 
sealed with a cheek-io-cheek kiss 
yesterday his agreement to δὺ- 
operate with Premier-designate 
Suleyman Demirel 

Then he saic: “Should the 
Greeks and Greek-Cypriots con- 
time their present irreconcilable 
stand, the Turkish-Cypriots will 
have the right to declare an in- 
dependent state.” 

The Turkish-Cypriots have set 


‘ up their own administration in 


the almost 40 per cent of Cyprus 
seized by the Turkish Army in 
1974 following an Athers-led at- 
tempt to unite the island with 
Greece, 

They have proposed that the 
Greek-Cypriots set up a similar 
regime on the rest of the island 
and the two states form a fed- 
eration under 2 joint central 
government, 

Less Land 

The Greek-Cypriots, who make 
up 80 per cent of the population 
of Cyprus, have agreed to a fed- 
eration, but with the Turkish- 
Cpriots controlling jess land than 
they mow occupy and with a 
Greek-Cypriot-dominated central 
government. 

Mr. Erbakan’s party opposes 
Telinguishing any territory on 
Cyprus. 

‘The United States has made 
resumption of military aid to Tur- 
ey, which was severed following 
the Turkish invasion of Cyprus, 
conditional on progress toward 2 
Cyprus peace settlement. 

The Turks have made reopen- 
ing of U.S. bases in Turkey, which 
they closed in retaliation against 


the U.S. arms cutoff. conditional 
on resumption of military aid. 

The U.S. arms embargo and 
closuré of U.S. bases in Turkey 
soured Turkish-U.S. relations and 
weakened the strategic southeast 
flank of NATO.

Forosupur, Indonesia, (WP).—Computer technology is heip- .- 


ing solve the jigsaw puazie of restoring the erambiing, 1200- 
year-old Borobudur Buddhist shrine, the largest of its type in 
the world. 

Although Borobudur is not as sprawling or artistically pure 
as Cambodia's famed Angkor Wat temple camplex, Wesbern art 


historians have become increasingly concamned about preserving’ - : 


this site smce Cambodia sealed Hs doors to the outside world 
two years προ. 

‘Through the use of the computer. archaeologists and techni- 
cians are dismantling, labeling, drying, cleansing, preserving and 
replacing more than a million stone blocks owt of which the 
ornately earved, wedding-cake-like shrine is built. 

According to experts here, the advanced technology will 
allow the $16-million project to be completed in six to eight 
years, Attempted without help from the με ον the job 
would teke an estimated 70 years. A computer has also heen 
used on Egypt's Abu Simbel restoration Project, resulting from 
the construction of the Soviet-built Aswan Dam. 

While the operation goes on here, Borobudur is not the 
tourist attraction Indonesia hopes H will.one day be. The 
temple’s steeply rising 10 levels are cluttered with corrugated 
metal shelters and bright yellow eonstruction equipment, includ- 
ing @ pair of towering, ‘rack-mounted cranes that lift away 
dismantled stones. 

Some workmen seramble over the monument's northern and 
eastern sides so that visitors are restricted to the two faces still 
awaiting restoration. 

Below the artificial hill on which the temple was built, 
around 800. open fields are littered with almost endless mounds 
of stones, some waiting for chemical baths and others in storage 
for as long as five years. 

Near the stone blocks are ranks of Nfe-size or larger seated 
Buddha images, many without their heads. According to the 
project's chief documentarian, Subyantoro, 100 of Borobudur's 
570 Buddhas were decapitated over the centuries. “We've been 
able to locate only 50 heads on the site,” he said. 

Some other heads are known to be mm European museums 
and a number of particularly fine examples were given to King 


and the other nations to return the antiquities so that restora- 
tion may be as nearly complete as possible. 

In a large room Jined with shelves full of heads, chief stone 
conservator Samidi said that the Buddhas were decapitated by 
earthquakes, by Moslems during their ancient wars to impose 
Islam on formerly Buddhist Java, and more recently by “un- 
scrupulous People out to make a profit on the foreign antique 


Perhaps the most exacting part of the many stone restora- 
tion projects that are going on stimultaneously is the task of 
matching heads to torsos. Technicians using measure 
the necks and the bases of the heads at eight different points. 
‘These measarements are then fed into the computer and the 


national Business Machines Corp. Khandelwal, an IBM employee 
from New Delhi, said that the computer's job. and his own, 
will be finished this month. But the project. which began in

Experts had found that the major source of damage to 
the porous stone structure was water seepage. 

Borobudur js a solid structure, without rooms, and filled 

* with stone blocks and earth. The original drainage system: didn't 
function well enough to allow the heavy monsoon downpours 
to run off through its gargoyle-headed stone pipes. As 3 result, 
several terraces began.to shift and collapse. ‘They are now being 
underlain with concrete floors, which will later be resurfaced 
with their original stones. 

» The entire stone-conservation procedure is. costly, ‘com- 
plicated and tedious, Before the stones are dismantied, they are 
labeled, some with painted-on numbers and others by chiseled 
code marks that are fed into the computer for future reference. 

‘The stone blocks that comprise the superb bas-relief panels, 
which trace the 10 steps of Buddha’s teachings toward the goal 
of nirvana, are treated with chemical cleansers, then rinsed with 
water. After that, if necessary, s workman armed with nothing 
Tore than 5. steel sewing needle picks away ai any. stubborn 
moss end lichens still clinging to tiny crevices. Finally, the 
stones are electrically dried and treated with another chemical 
compound intended to ward off futurs.assanits by funguses that

Quebec to Open 
Fraud Inquiry 
On °76 Olympics 


QUEBEC, July 20 :-UPI).—Pre- 
mier René Levesque of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec announced that 
a commission was being appoint- 
ed to investigate the possibilitr 
of fraud and influence peddling 
in connection with costs for the 
1976 Olympic Games in Montreal.

A preliminary report br the com- 
mission of inquiry will be pre- 
sented next spring, and a final 
report by the end of the year,

ing. collusion or fraudulent 
actions; possibilities for the re- 
covery of some of the deficit:
